WHERE DID the phrase ‘feed 
a eold and starv e a fev er ’ (ome 
from? 
And does it make any 
sense? Dr. Stuart A. Gallacher, 
of Lansing, Michigan, has been in­ 
v estiga ting this subject and has 
not been able to pin it on any par­ 
ticular author. 
None of the great authorities in 
medicine ex pressed such an idea. 


Dr. Clendening will answer 
questions of general interest 
only , and then only through 
his column. 


Hippocrates, the father of medi­ 
cine, said: "As the soil is to trees, 
so is the stomach to animal*. It 
nourishes, it warms, it cools. As 
it 
fills it warms, as it empties it 
cools.” He followed this up by 
recommending a diet for winter 
and one for summer. The winter 
diet was designed to keep the body 
warm and possibly the deduction 
from this is that "catching cold” 
is a winter disease and to prev ent 
it any one should have plenty of 
nourishment. 


Both Are Infections 


But there is really no scientific 
oasis for what Hippocrates said, 
nor for the aphorism about feed­ 
ing a cold and starv ing a fever. A 
cold and a fev er are essentially 
the same thing—that is. both are 
infections. The idea of cold as op­ 
posed to heat (fever) is a rein­ 
carnation 
of 
the old 
humoral 
theory of disease which stated 
that the body was made up of 
heat, cold, wet and dry humours, 
and that if they were in perfect 
balance, the situation was health. 
If one of them got out of balance 
or got the upper hand, there was 
disease, and disease was of either 
a hot, cold, wet or dry nature. 


Not Supported By Fact 


Tk e say ing has no wisdom and 
is not supported by any scientific 
facts. It probably arose as a say­ 
ing of some v ery conscientious 
grandmother — a saying which 
seemed so apt that it passed fro.n 
mouth 
to mouth and ha*» become 
part of our ordinary speech. The 


average man, says Dr. Gallacher, 
“ has always been notorious for his 
ability to think along the lines of 
least resistance.” But the p hysi­ 
cian has some tendency along that 
line too. If anyone will show me 
a 
physician who really k nows how 
to cure a cold, I will withdraw my 
prejudices 
against 
the 
saying 
about stuffing a cold and starving 
a fever. 
Little Known About Colds 


Doctors are often jok ed by their 
friends when they show up with 
a 
fever blister or a stye. They are 
supposed to k now so much that 
they can prevent all such things, 
but the unhappy fact is that it is 
the common little things that the 
medical 
profession 
k nows 
the 
least about. In this category is 
the common cold. We should k now 
about it, considering that one out 
of every three people have from 
one to three colds 
a year, but we 
don’t. 
Physicians are supposed to be 
able to conserve their health bet­ 
ter than ttoe average citizen, but 
statistics show, as compiled by 
Dr. Bock , of the Dep artm ent of 
Hygiene of H arvard University, 
that among the medical students, 
42 per cent required hosp italiza­ 
tion on account of diseases about 
which the faculty had just lec­ 
tured to them.

“In the areas of Kushchevka 
and Salsk.” a Russian com m uni­ 
que said, “our troops continued 
to fight severe defensive battles 
against 
the enemy . 
In several 
successful counter attacks

and Kuban Cossack units killed 
1.500 G erm ans.” 
The Moscow w ar bulletin gave 
this account of the fight in the 
other key salients: 
“In the Tsimly ansk afeu (m id­ 
way between Salsk and Stalin­ 
grad) an attack by two enemy
